PERTAINING TO "CLIMATEGATE." AFTER A SERIES OF UNSUCCESSFUL COMMUNICATIONS THE PROFESSORS 
INVOLVED AND UNIVERSITY PERSONNEL REFUSED TO PROVIDE SEVERAL REQUESTED RECORDS, OR ASSERTED 
PUBLIC RECORDS EXEMPTIONS THAT WERE INAPPLICABLE TO THE RECORDS REQUEST. THE GOLDWATER 
INSTITUTE IS ACTING AS LOCAL COUNSEL FOR ATI ATTORNEYS IN VIRGINIA IN A SPECIAL ACTION TO COMPEL
